What I’d told ^im is that because I now am not up to writing the kind of book X 
would wrnit to write because of all my medical problems 1 night welcome a coauthor, X 
began a new King assassination book after the Hay evidentiary hearing in Memphis and then 
laid it aside to get government records under FOIA* The government, mostly the FBI, was 
able to stonewall that lawsuit for a decade. Before it was over I’d had arterial sur- 
gery with two emergency operations for complications, each one limiting me and wliat X am 
able to do more. 

In ly09 I had open-heart surgery, with three bypasses, and that limits me still more, 
When my first book on the King assassination, "Frame-Up, " was out I tried without 
success to interest SCLC and then Hev, Abernathy. X also tried tlirough Bill Stein, wlio 
sent copies to Sidney u ooks and Andrew %ung, witiiout any reaction or interest. When I 
was investigating for the evidentiary hearing j which really mean trying the case and 
destroying it, I tried to see Harry Wachtel* X did not get past the reception desk* 

I do give access to all my FOIA records to other writers, if you know anyone who 
plans any writing. 

Personally I am delighted at your description of your fting chapter in your auto- 
biography, X believe what you say and people were blind not to see it or were unwilling 
to recognise it* lie was, truly, one of our all-time greatest £ 

a triend who is a history professor at f^ood is nearing the end of his manuscript 
on the !*agr Peopled Campaign, again based on FOIA records* lie, Dr. ^erald McKnight,
